This had been, just 
previous to the shooting, the subject of com- 
ment between Mrs. Wheeler and some of her 
giris in the house. There were several visitors 
at the piace who saw ahd talked with the pro- 
and inmates of the house, Just about 
12 o'clock Wheeler went from the barroom of 
the place into the kitchen and called to his wife, 
who was in an adjvin.ag bedroom. She went 
to bim into the kitchen. which was dark, when 
he immediately drew bis rigut hand from bebind 
bim and tired u bullet into che left breast of his 
wife, which went clear through the body 
just under the skin at the back. She 
immediately dropped, ana after exciaiming,

LAKE WINNEBSAGOSHICK, 


Work on the Proposed Dam to Be Com- 
menced Without Delay. 
ect Dust, to Tas Cacao 

Dr. Pau, Mina., Dec. 13.—Tue ‘TRIBUNE cor- 
respondeut learns that the United States Eu- 
gineers have received instructions to begin 
work on the proposed dam at the outlet of Lake 
Wionebagoshick immediately. Appropriations 
for the work were made by Congress during its 
last session and the one preceding, the whole 
amount being $250,000. The act of last session 
required the Secretary of the Interior to ascer- 
tain the amount of damage likeiy to be occa- 
stoned to the reservation of the Indians by 
the buiiding and operating of the dam. 
Upon the first report to the la- 
terior Department as to the amount 
of damages some difficulties presented then- 
selves, and a commission consisting of Messrs. 
Thomas Simpson. Albion Barnard, and Louis 
Morell, special agents of that department, was 
finally appointed to make a cumplete — 5 
upon the subject. The commission finisbed its 
labore in tober last, and in due time au award 
was made to the Indians interested. The dam is 
to rise toa hight of about tourteen feet above 
the low water level of the lake. This winter 
will be cousumed in getting out timber and other 
material for coustruction and io transpurting 
men, supplies, tools, and machinery to the 
ground. Actual constructtion win commence 
as soon as the ice moves in the epring and be 
carried forward rapidiy.

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 13.—Spitzka, 
Guiteau’s expert, has concluded his testi- 
mony. He was subjected toa very severe 
cross-examination today, in the course of 
which he reiterated his story of yesterday— 
that Guiteau was undoubtedly insane. He 
drew pictures of the prisoner’s head, which 
resembled hundreds of outlines that can be 
found at any hatter’s, and insisted, in medi- 
cal terms, that Guiteau’s cranium was lop- 
sided, and that he was generally an intel- 
lectual and a moral wreck. Guiteau was not 
sufficiently insane, however, to pummel the 
table or denounce Spitzka, as he has every 
other witness. He treated him, on the con- 
trary, with the utmost consideration, and 
seemed to gloat over Spitzka’s emphatic as- 
sertions that he was insane and a moral im- 
pecile. The cross-examination greatly weak- 
ened Spitzka's testimony, and showed 
that he came to Washingten with. a 
preconceived opinion, and had written an 
article denouncing the trial and the prose- 
cution, and delivering his opinion as to 
Guiteau’s mental condition before he had 
ever seen the assasin, or had had any infor- 
mation regarding him, except what has ap- 
peared in the public prints. The inquiry 
into 

SPITZKA’S OWN MENTAL CONDITION 

showed that he was unwilling to state 
whether he believed in a God or not, and 
Mr. Davidge made it still more clear that a 
considerable portion of his medical experi- 
ence had been in the horse-doctor business. 
Some of Spitzka’s statements were most ex- 
traordinary. He prepared the way in a very 
broad manner for explaining direct contra- 
dictions between his own testimony and that 
of the eminent experts who will follow him 
by saying: As there are corrupt men in 
our profession, you can get such men to sell 
their convictions

Subsequently being pressed as to his opinion 
of the exverts, he said, boldly: The ex- 
pert who would pronounce this man sane is 
either not an expert or not an honest one.” 
Guiteau said: “I want them to be just as 
able and just as honest as he is. I want a 
square deal all around.” Guiteau gave his 
approval of Spitzka’s testimony by saying: 
Alle comes here as one of the most scientific 
men in America, to tell the truth.” Notwith- 
standing there was applause in the court- 
room, Spitzka has not created a favorable 
impression on the public generally, as the 
following editorial from the Evening Star 
will show: 

The witness Spitzka, who testified in the 
Guiteau case yesterday, appears to be tolerably 
“peart.” So far as “sending back as good as 
they give” to the cross-examining attorneys is 
concerned, he is quite a success; but as an 
“expert” his testimony cannot bave much 
weight. His age is set down at , and, accord- 
ing to his own statement, be has followed the 
medical profession for only eight years. Now, 
anybody can tell how much the experience and 
practice the first half-dozen years of an ordi- 
nary young doctor's professional career amounts 
to, and from this knowledge a pretty correct 
estimate can be formed as to the value of his 
opinions on one of the most difficult questions 
which the oldest and most experienced physi- 
cians have to meet. To say the least, they can 
hardly be considered as rising to the high level 
of expert testimony. 

Spitzka was followed by 

FORDYCE BARKER, OF NEW YORK, 
an eminent medical gentleman, who was 
distinguished in his profession before Spitz- 
ka was born, and who has devoted most of 
his long life to nervous diseases and to cases 
of insanity. His testimony was exceedingly 
damaging to Guiteau. He contradicted the 
main declarations of Spitzka, and showed 
that there was not une of the grounds upon 
which it was claimed that Guiteau was in- 
sane that was valid in medical science. Dr. 
Barker had no doubt whatever of the entire 
legal responsibility of Guiteau for his crime, 
THE TRIAL. 
PROCEEDINGS. 

Wasurnertoy, D. C., Pec. 13.—Dr, Spitzka 
resumed his testimony in the Guiteau case 
today. Corkhill hand to the witness a slip 
of paper upon which was drawn a diagram 
and human head, and said: “Now, sup 
posing this to be the prisoner’s head, will 
you please point out the inequalities to 
which you referred ?”

Barker’s comprehensive and positive 
conclusions were in accord with the theory 
of the prosecution. Judge Cox requested 
witness to explain to the jury what he 
meant by irresistible impulse. and the answer 
was: “Perversions of emotion to such a de- 
gree as to produce conduct entirely at vari- 
ance with the individual’s former life. and 
to such a degree as to completely contro! the 
will power, constitute an irresistible im- 
pulse.“ 

Guiteau— Doctor, I want to ask you 
where a man is impelled to commit crime by

Answer— When that fact can be proved, 
sir, it is insanity. 

Guiteau—That’s just my case, sir, with 
an air of perfect satisfaction; then, turning 
to Scoville: “‘Come, sir, that’s the whole 
case.

MRS. SCOVILLE 
desired to ask a question. .

The 
prisoner told the witness that he was about 
to marry a wealthy lady, and was to have the 
Austrian mission, and wanted to borrow 
$200. The witness did not think that evi- 
dence of an unsound mind. 

W. P. COPELAND, JOURNALIST, 
was called and identified some newspaper 
slips. 

Guiteau—You’re no lawyer, Copeland. 

H. T. KETCHAM, OF NEW YORK, 
attorney-at-law, knew the prisoner in 1873, 
when he occupied a desk in the office of 
Judge Hawes. The witness related an in- 
stance of Guiteau’s obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 

Scoville objected to all testimony going to 
show the commission of any other crime or 
misdemeanor by the prisoner. 

Guiteau (indignantly)—I never got a cent 
from this man in my life. He was only a 
poor clerk. I didn’t consider him a proper 
associate for a high-toned lawyer like my- 
self. 

The prisoner continually interrupted, and 
insisted that the evidence was entirely 
irrelevant. Finally, turning to Scoville, he 
said: “You are getting badly cranked on 
this matter. If you had any sense, you 
wonld see it doesn’t do our case any good. 
You’ll be on trial as a crank yourself, if you 
don’t look out—why, you are getting worse 
than Corkhill.“ 

HENRY WOOD, OF PHILADELPHIA, 
had known the prisoner some years. He 
never saw anything to indicate that he was 
of unsound mind. He always thought he 
was possessed ofrare intellegence. The wit- 
ness knew Guiteau’s wife from neighbor- 
shiv. His family had rendered her a service. 
Guiteau called upon him to thank the family 
for their kindness. 

Guiteau here took occasion to slander his 
wife in the most outrageousterms. “ This 
man,” he said, “knew her before I did. You 
can draw your own inference.” 

SAMUEL B. PHILPS, A BROKER OF NEW YORK, 
had known the prisoner since 1868. He first 
knew him in Chicago. 

Guiteau became extremely angry at the 
statement made by the prisoner, and rattled 
off a perfect tirade of abuse, several minutes 
elapsing before thé examination could pro- 
ceed, 


The witness, in all the years he had known 
the prisoner, never saw anything to indicate 
that he was of unsound mind. The cross- 
examination was continued till the hour of 
adjournment, and was frequently interrupt- 
ed by Guiteau with contradictions and de- 
nials.

The Col- 
lector holds on by sufferance only for a few 
weeks, and all the persons mentioned as his 
successor, Without exception, strove to de- 
feat the will of the people and ruin the Re- 
publican party by committing it to the third- 
term program. For all this and more there 
is a day of reckoning surely coming. The 
notice has been given that this Administra- 
tion does not need or expect the support of 
any of the States that opposed the third 
term. All of New England, New Jersey, 
half of New Fork and Pennsylvania, all of 
Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, Indiana, lowa, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, Kansas, California, 
Oregon, Nevada, and half of Illinois have 
received notice to quit. But they will not 
quit the Republican party. For when they 
go the Republican party will be with them. 
They contain all of the Republican party 
that has the power to elect a President in 
this country.

LIQUOR LEGISLATION IN EAWSAS AND 
NEBRASKA. 


The recent liquor legislation in the West- 
ern States of Kansas and Nebraska is of con- 
siderabie interest as furnishing tests by 
which to judge of the practicability of the 
two most important schemes for assailing 
the evils of intemperance—namely: coercive 
teetotalism and high license. These two ad- 
joining States in many respects, especially in 
the character of their population, are very 
similar, and in the course of time naturally 
found themselves confronted with the great 
question of intemperance and the necessity 
of legislating against it, and Kansas took the 
Jead a year ago. 

Her Governor, St. John, who appears to be 
a radical disciple of the Neal Dow school of 
political teetotalism, marshaled his forces, 
amd succeeded in securing the passage of a 
prohibition amendment to the Constitution. 
It was asrigid, severe, and iron-bound as 
the most dogmatic affirmation ever made by 
coercive teetotalism. It was so sweeping 
that it came near prohibiting the use of 
wine in the sacrament, and it was only 
aftet a somewhat determined struggle that 
the courts so construed it as to make an ex- 
ception in the latter case. In every other 
form, everything drinkable, containing the 
slightest degree of spirits, from rum to cider, 
even in medicines, was barred out. It was 
made a penal offense to buy it, to sell it, to 
give it away, todrink it, to manufacture it, 
or to bring it into the State, except through 
the medical channels and into the agencies 
designated by law. The entire police and 
constabulary, and, in fact, political machin- 
ery of the State, was brought into requi- 
sition and specially charged to enforce the 
law. More than this, the Governor had the 
moral help of public sentiment to a larger 
degree, perhaps, than could be had in almost 
any other State in the Union, for the people 
of Kansas are largely of New England ori- 
gin, and represent its radical and Puritanic 
nature in social and sumptuary reforms. 

The hosts of the enemy arrayed them- 
selves for the struggle also, and now. after a 
year’s contest, what do we see? The Gov- 
ernor issues an official proclamation offering 
a large reward for testimony which shall 
convict police, Constables, Sheriffs, Justices, 
and agents who have failed to stop drinking 
in the cities and towns. What more is this 
than a confession of failure? 

The reason for this failure is not difficult 
to ascertain. It is the old story that has been 
told everywhere where the law says to the 
citizen: Tou shall not drink anything 
stronger than water,” and men refuse to 
be dictated to or bulldozed in a sumptuary 
matter. Even in Kansas they ask for 
liquor, offer to pay for it, and where there is 
a demand for the article there is sure to be 
a supply: so the drinking goes on in Kansas 
in despite of fines and searches, threats and 
proclamations. After all, human nature and 
appetites are very much the same every- 
where, and coercion is a poor substitute for 
moral suasion in matters of eating or drink- 
ing. 

The people of Nebraska, on the other hand, 
quietiy watching the course of events in 
Kansas, and seems little hope from forcible 
prohibition, reversed the Kansas policy, and 
instead of striking at tne drinkers struck at 


make the machinery of the law self-support- 
ing, and pay all tneir police and constabulary 
expenses; and, on the other hand, would 
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largely increased, and intemperance will be 
‘reduced to the lowest practicable minimum, 
But some wili say there will be secret viola- 
tions of the law. There can be little danger 
of that for the reason that the saloonkeepers 
who pay the large licenses will find it for 
their own interest to become assistant de- 


tectives and help enforce the law to save 


their own profits. There can be no question 
that of all the schemes yet tried to control 
intemperance rationally and reduce its evils 
to the lowest practicable point, the Nebraska 
scheme of high license is the best. The 
Kansas teetotalers themselves are beginning 
to recognize it, and before long will adopt it.

ford no relief, He insisted that the imme- 
diate practical result would be to give at least 
two years further lease to the present excess- 
ive tariff,” and said that the thing to dols 
for the two Houses to set to work at once and 
revise the tariff. and not attempt to shirk 
their duty and shift the responsibility upon 
irresponsible outsiders called experts.“ Ile 


‘is of the opinion that, if any commission be 


advisable, it should becom posed of Senators, 
Representatives, and experts, who should be 
prepared to go at the work at once, continue 
it during the holiday recess, and have their 
report ready for action at the present session 
of Congress. 

It the Congressmen who are ostentatious- 
ly urging the ontside commission plan 
were really in earnest about revising the 
tariff, they would accept Senator Beck’s 
practical suggestions, and proceed to the 
business without further delay. But the out- 
side commission scheme, as it stands, is 
simply an expedient for postponing revision. 
A commission made up of men outside of 
Congress, with no direct responsibility to 
either the Government or the people, will be 
in no hurry about completing its work, and 


the attorneys in Congress of the protected 


classes will be very well content to allow the 
matter to drift along in the old channel. 
The so-called experts of whom it is pro- 
posed to make up such a commission will 
be men who have made a study of the sub- 
ject under the tutelage and in behalf of the 
protected class, and the result of their labor. 
in the end, will be to increase the burdens of 
the consumers. Whatever the report of such 
a commission may be, it will not be binding 
upon Congress, and if it should be adverse 
to protected interests, which is not likely, 
it might be strangled in committee after 
one or two years had been frittered away. 
Moreover, the men who have been sent to 
Congress were chosen by the people, and are 
paid out of public taxes to do just what itis 
proposed to shoulder upon hired experts. 
There is no scheme of legislation more 
urgent at the present time than a revision 
of the tariff, and Congress is not so crowded 
with business as to be unable to give the sub- 
ject its early and serious attention. 

Thereis no agaressive movement in the 
country just now for a fadical departure 
from the prevailing system. But it is no- 
torious, and admitted even by the advocates 
of protection, that the present tariff is stocked 
with anomalies, inequalities, ana discrimina- 
tions. The country demands that there be 
such a revision as will cut off the excesses 
and excrescenuces, abandon the practically 
prohibitory provisions, reduce the special 
gratui ties and 100 per cent bounties, correct 
the glaring inconsistencies, and take some 
account ot revenue as well as protection— 
consider in some degree the rights of con- 
sumers and the interests of the Govern- 
ment, as well as the privileges of 
the protected classes. The beneficiaries of 
the present tariff would be the gainers to u 
certain extent in such revision; there are 
many injurious duties to manufacturers on 
a long list of raw materials which they 
would giadly have lopped off or cut down, 
but they fear they cannot get all they want 
and at the same time hold on to all the 
excessive taxes now imposed. These selfish 
people will do weil to change their tactics. 
They may wear out the patience of the 
people and become responsible fur a sweep- 
ing and impetuous attack upon the tariff that 
shall rout the whole system. Timely con- 
cession may saye for a long period the more 
reasonabie elements of the tariff, whereas 
obstinacy and deception, which seem to be 
at the bottom of the commission plan, may 
bring confusion and defeat to the men who 
persist in resisting public sentiment and re- 
fuse to listen to considerations of justice. If 
there is to be a commission for revising the 
tariff, let it be such a commission as Senator 
Beck suggests—imade up of Senators and 
Representatives under instructions to report 
on a day fixed within the duration of the 
present session. The testimony and assist- 
ance of. all necessary experts can be pro- 
cured, but there will be a commission which 
ean be held responsible by Congress and by 
the people. 


SENATOR PENDLETON yesterday made an 
excellent and timely address to the Senate 
upon the great evil which corrupts and de- 
grades the politics of che country. He has 
prepared a bill regulating the civil service of 
the United States. His particular bill may 
not be perfect ip its details, but its object and 
purpose is 3 commendable. 
That a bill of that charucter is necessary and 
is demanded by the welfare of the country 
was strongly pointed out by President Ar- 
thar in his message as it had been previous- 
ly stated by President Garfield. 

Senator Pendleton’s speech is but the re- 
affirmation of what has been frequently 
urged by many of the leading Republican 
statesmen of the country and has been strong- 
ly urged in the platforms of that party. 

Mr. Pendicton’s comments were forcible, 
and when he asserted that the rule was upi- 
versal that office now was a reward for party 
service, party work paid for out of the Pub- 
lic Treasury, and the dismissa! of the officer 
and the appointment of another so soon as 
the service was paid for, and the employ- 
ment of a newer and better worker, he 
stated that which is undeniable. As 
might have been expected, he used 
the Guiteau crime as an illustration of the 
corrupting influence of the spoils system. 
Guiteau claimed to have rendered party serv- 
lee, and demanded an office: he was re- 
fused, and believed the President was re- 
sponsible, therefore he murdered the Presi- 
dent, expecting his party service to be recog- 
nized by the President’s successor. The 
crime was an outgrowth of the doctrine that 
the President ought to divide the spoils of 
party victory, and the man thought he was

AN ANGRY RUSSIAN. 

The Novoe Vremya, a leading Russian pa- 
per of St. Petersburg, which acts as if it had 
a wasp in its breeches, bas run full tilt 
against President Arthur’s message and 
everything American in a hodge-podge ot 
Insolence, invective, and satirical nonsense 
which has no basis whatever. Either the 
editor of that paper had a bogus copy of the 
message before him or he is a madman who 
ought to be sent to Siberia until he cools off 
and recovers his senses. The burden of the 
madman’s complaint is that the message con- 
gratulates Americana, patronizes France and 
Germany, has nothing to say of England, and 
interferes with Russian internal affairs. 
American ‘congratulations are certainly in 
order in an American message. The patron- 
age of France and Germany is confined to 
the courteous recognition of the presence of 
the descendants of Lafayette and of Baron 
von Steuben at the Yorktown festivities. 
So far from saying nothing of England, the 
President says: “The feeling of good will 
between our own Government and that of 
Great Britain was never more marked than 
at present. In recognition cf this pleasing 
fact, I directed on the occasion of the late 
centennial celebration at Lorktown that a 
salute be given to the British flag.“ 

Lastly, as to intervention in Russian affairs. 
The message says, and this is all it says: 

The Senate resolutions of condolence on the 


appropriately communicated to 
Goverument, which in turn ex 


sympathy in our iate National berenvement. It 


is desiruabie that our cordial reiauons with Kus- 
sia should be strengthened by proper enguge- 
ments assuring to bie Americans who 
re the consideradun which is due 
to ther as citizens of a friendiy State. This is 
especialiy needful with respect to American 
Israclites, whose classification with the native 
brew bas evoked energetic remonstracces 
from this Government. 


This declaration on the one hand reiterates 
condolence on the death of the Czar and the 
desirability of strengthening the cordial re- 
lations between the two countries, and on 
the other expresses a determination that 
American citizens shall be protected in Rus- 
sia. There is nothing in this at which of- 
fense can be taken dy a sensible person, 
This country has taken no part in the inter- 
nal quarrels of Russia, nor has it expressed 
any opinion as to its relations with the other 
European Powers. All that it has done is to 
remonstrate when American Jews who are 
naturalized citizeng have been seized, mal- 
treated, harassed, and imprisoned. It is the 
proper business of this country to protect all 
its citizens abroad, and a naturalized Jew 
just as quickly as a naturalized German or 
Irishman, The cause of Russian hatred 
towards the Jews is that they are not en- 
gaged in productive industries, and are 
living upon usury and overreaching 
their farmers; in other words, that 
the Jew is too much for the Slav. 
This has nothing to do with us unless 
the Jew who is not engaged in productive 
industry and is molested on that account is 
an American citizen. In that case this Goy- 
ernment will interfere every time and de- 
mand that his persecution shall cease. This 
is all there is in this complaint of American 
interference with Russian affairs, and it is 
not sufficient to warrant any such exhibition 
of bad manners upon the part of our es- 
teemed contemporary of the Nowe l’remya, 
if that be the name of his newspaper, unless 
as we have suggested, he is a lunatic, in 
which case his own Government ought to 
interfere with him until he can get on his 


base again.

He asserted principles that the United 
States Government had previously affirmed, 
and which a majority of the people are re- 
solved to enforce. he supremacy of this 
Nation in America is no longer a theory; it 
isafact. Mr. Biainestated itasa fact, and 
his present crities, without a single excep- 
tuon, admitted that it was so. They have been 
able to make specific objections only to 
his choices of agents, not to the instruc 
tions which he confided to them.

Company before that time, in which case the 
latter corporation will acquire the additional 
pole facilities it covets. 

The fact is, that no concession whatever 
should be made in this matter, hut that the 
general ordinance probibiting the erection of 
telegraph poles should be rigidly enforced if 
the city is ever to be rid of the nuisance. No- 
body knows this better than Mayor Harrison. 
All the restrictions as to time will be of no 
avail and are not intended to be. The com- 
pany will claim to have acquired “ vested 
rights which will enable it to go into the 
courts and prevent the destruction of its 
property. An agreement to permit the prop- 
erty to be destroyed which bas been inserted 
in the proposed ordinance would be heid null 
and void. It is highly probabie, however, 
that no attempt would ever be made to tear 
down the poles, and it is certain that the 
company will never of its own motion adopt 
the more costly system of underground 
cables. It the Mayor is at all inclined to 
yield to the clique which is endeavoring to 
procure by bribery and blandishment the 
passage of this ordinance, we trust he will 
reread his own veto message and thus con- 
vert himself to his original pusition.

Since the summer vacation thirteen mur- 
derers have been tried lu the Criminal Court 
of this county, and ten of them convicted 
and sentenced to terms in the penitentiary 
varying from five years to life. One has 
been sentenced to be hanged, in one case 
there was a disagreement of the jury, and 
one accused person was acquittea. The un- 
usual proportion of conviction and the 
promptness with which the verdicts have 
been found have been due to the high char- 
acter of the juries. The Judges have issned 
special venires, and many clear-headed busi- 
ness men have been doing jury service. 
Their action shows what the sentiment of 
this community is regarding the outrages 
on criminal Justice that have been committed 
lately trough the forms of law. The fault 
isno longer with the juries or with the 
prosecuting officers; it is with the law 
and the Judges—some of them at least. It is 
a great pity that the essential proceedings in 
the case of most of these convicted murderers 
Fave but just begun. Their cases will be 
taken up to the Supreme Court on writs of 
errcr, and some able Judge will review the 
facts in the absence of the witnesses, and 
very likely overturn the verdicts of possibly 
half the really excellent juries that havebeen 
summoned. While the lower court Judge is 
not permitted to instruct the jury as to the 
facts, the higher court, In its omniscience, 
undertakes to decide from the cold record 


what the facts are. Under any such rules of 


law the jury system is itself a farce. What 
are juries for if not to decide what the facts 
are? and, having decided, on what principie 
of common sense should their decision, ar 
rived at on the spot after confronting the wit- 
nesses, be overturned by a court on the rec- 
ord 100 miles away? The Supreme Court 
should pass on the law only.

The Prince 
of Wales, in proposing the resolution above 
mentioned, said Dean Stanley was not only 
appreciated in Europe but in America, where 
the Dean received so much kindness and 
hospitality. Minister Lowell warmly eulo- 
gizead Dean Stanley, and expressed his 
pleasure in having the privilageof uniting 
in a tribute to the memory of a great man, 
especially because it seemed that his pres- 
ence there was au augury of a day, which he 
believed would surely come, when the char- 
acter and services of every eminent man of 
the British race would be the common pos- 
session and inheritance of every branch of 
the ancestral stem. He expressed a wish 
that the memorial could have been interna- 
tional instead of national. He concluded by 
expressing a hope that the American people 
would be allowed to contribute to the me- 
morial.

Up to last night the perpetrators of the rob- 
bery in Hatton Garden bad not been apprehend- 
ed, and no further information was ovtainabie 
at Scotland Yard, though the pol ce were stated 
to be energetically ltollowing up aciew ino their 
possession. Except in the case of very large 
specimens, which may chance, if exact 
memoranua dave tuKken, o de rec- 
ognized by tneir weight, it will de prac- 
ticaily impossible to n uncut stones 
buodreds of waich arrive in Loudun every week; 
aud, morevver, these uncut stuves will, no 
doubt, be cut and polisned aud sent into the 
market us soon as possible. It is not at ull un- 
likely that sume of them may be sold to the 
very merchauts from whom they were or wiually 
stolen. Every Cape mail brings to London large 
vantities of uucut diamonds—for it is from 

th Atrica that the supply chietly comes. and 
pot from Brazii—wueariy ail of which tind 
their way to Hatton Garden, which hus 
for some years taken the place of 
8 square as the headquariers of 
the English d.wmond trade. Many ot the mer- 
cbants in Hatton Garden have Also nouses in 
Amsterdam and other Continental cities, but es- 
pecially in Amsterdam, whither must of the 
rougb diamonds are sent in order tu be cut and 
polished. There are. therefore, very frequent 
consis aments ot diamunds frum London to Hol- 
land, and no post-office, prububiy, trausmits a 
greater oumber of valuable parceis than that 
in Hatton Garden. The parceis are, of course, 
registered; but as that does not render tne 
post-office linie for loss or damage, a sys- 
tem of diamond insurance has been called in o 
existence, and is undertaken by various com- 
nies at the low rate of avout is 3d per £100. 

n the case of parceis of very exceptional value 
a Special insurance is sometimes effected; but 
us that operation takes some liti'e time, and 
time is important., the more usual pian is for tne 
merchant to take out a floating policy. and to 
pay in advance a premium on an insurance of 
(say) £60,uuu or £70,000, which amount is gradual- 
ly writtea off the books of the company as eacn 
parce! is dispatched, uutil the totul is reacbed, 
when a ue pulicy becomes necessary. 

If the diamonds stolen un Wednesday evening 
are un vered, the companies will be beavy 
losers ; t the value of the just stones does nut 
seem to ve accurately kovwn. Hcwever, con- 
sidering the average value of the stoves brought 
by each Cape mail, and the value of those held 
over from the arrival of the previous mail, the 
whole amount cannot be set down at much less 
than £60.u00 or £6u,W00, The stoien parcels were 
coosigned by about thirty different firms, 
Mesers.

THE OSBORNE FIRE. 


The Police Have Another Theory on 
the Subject, Which is, However, 
Without Any Foundation. 

There was published yesterday in this paper a 
statement showing as well as could be shown 
from the facts then at hand the probable cause 
of the disastrous fire of last Saturday morning 
in the harvesting-machinery warehouse of D. 
M. Osborne & Co., at Nos. 600 to 610 South Mor- 
gan street—a fire resulting in a gross loss of 
nearly $300,000. The examination of the build- 
ing, made Saturday after the biackened and 
ruined structure had cooled off, showed beyond 
doubt that the vault of the office had been rified 
of vaivable contents; that the thieves had cut 
a hole in the floor; and that a handsome sum of 
money and a still larger sum in bonds was miss- 
ing. Instantly the makers of this really as- 
tounding discovery conciuded that burglars 
had entered the building through some base- 
ment window or door; had cut a hole through 
the two feet of cement and brick which com- 
posed the floor of the vault on the story 
above, and thereby gained admission to the 
strong box; and had, after securing the papers 
and money mentioned above, decamped, leaving 
behind them, in the form of acareiesiy-thrown- 
aside or misplaced unextinguished lamp or can- 
die, the germ of the blaze which soon thereafter 
wiped out the valuabie building and its seven- 
told more valuabie contents. This theory, so 


briefly stated, was accepted as the only correct

SCIENTIFIC FARMING. 


The Beauties of Mountain Side”—Mir. 
Theodore A. HMavemeyer’s Great Ex- 
periment in the Bamapeo Valley. 
Journal of the American Agricultural 
„Mountain Side,“ the farm of Mr. Theodore 

A. Havemeyer, of New York, lies in Bergen 
County, New Jersey, twenty-nine miles from 
New York City, in the beautiful Ramapo Vai- 
ley, which at this point is scarcely a mile 
wide. Through the farm, from north to 
south, flows the Ramapo River. “Mount- 
ain Side” comprises 00 acres, BW of 
which lie in the valley, and are under cuitiva- 
tion, and the remainder on the sides of the 
mountains, which at this point rise to the hight 
of about 600 feet. The farm is under the super- 
intendeuce ana management of Mr. John Mayer, 
an educated farmer, who learned his art inthe 
State of Rhode Isiand, and who is assisted by a 
foreman, and empioys in the masagementof the 
farm from thirty to forty men, who are ali com- 
fortably cared forin suitabie cottages. In the 
construction of the buildings an ave num- 
ber of seventy-five men were constantly em- 
ployed for a year and a half, and 800,000 feet of 
lumber, 600,000 brick, and 6,000 perches of stone 
were consumed. 

The main road from Sufferns to Pompton 
passes almost through the centre of Mountain 
Side, from north to south. Mr. Havemeyer’s 
barn, dairy, and silos are comprised in one 
building, forming the letter T. The barn proper 
stands east and west, and contains the cattle 
floor, the hay loft, feed bine, and manure cel- 
lars. The south wing contains the ice-house, 
dairy, engine-room, and quarters for the dairy- 
man. in the north wing are the silos. The 
length of the barn from east to west is 268 feet, 
its widta 44 feet; the length from north to south, 
inciludmg the dairy and silos, is 263 feet, the 
south end being 31 feet wide, and the north end, 
or silos, 40 feet wide. Beneath the barn, on 
each side, and directiy under the cattle, 
are the manure-cellars, each 14 feet 


sides and bottom; this -cellar is thoroughly 
ventilated by flues of its 6wn, quite disconnected 
from those for the manure-cellar and for the 
cattie floor above. At the extreme west end of 
the barn-cellar, between the two cartways, is 
vuilt a cistern of cemented work fifty-three 
feet long, fifteen feet wide, and twelve feet 
deep, naving a capacity of 35,000 gallons of 
water, which is supplied from the river.

It is not necessary that any territory be thrown 
in asa makweight. Our populauon is undoubt- 
ediy a quarter of a million, two-thirds at least 
south of the ‘46th parallel. The two extra 
Senators would not come for some time yet, and 
Representatives are chosen, of course, by popu- 
lation, henve the slight addition to the 255 
House in our National Legisiature would be 
more than offset by the advantage accruing to 
the West. Weare only asking our uadeniabie 
right—to be separated from a body politic that 
has no more interest with us than auy other 
Western Territory. 

Population is increasing bere much faster 
than we receive eredit fur. Every indication 
points to an increase of nearly 100 per cent in 
our population during the coming year. 

Now, if geographical, agricultural, commer- 
cial, and political interests, combined wits the 
deciared wish of our citizens with almost a 
unanimous voice. is not to be taken into con- 
sideration in the erection of this ‘Territory to 
the dfgnity of a State, what is? 1 trust THe 
TRIBUNE will reconsider its position. It is for- 
eign to its usual liberality, and we hope better 
things from it.

lam an American girl 26 years of age. ithink I 
told you so. Am five feet four inches tall, weigh 
147 pounds, have rather light brown hair and 
eyes. A year ago I became engaged to a man 
and expected this fall to be married to him and 
made my wedding clotbes and ihformed my

least neglected me. He has gone to Texas, and 
I would very glad of a good man such as you 
represent yourseif to be to accept me for what I 
would be worth to him and settle down and be to 
me a kind and loving husvand.

I wouldn't give it to 
her, and she had me afrested. The letters 
printed in Tux TRIBUNE at the time of my ar- 
rest were givento the police by her. When I 
was brought up in court they bad nothing 
against me, and, though the Judge advised me 
to plead guiity to disorderly conduct, I wouldn't 
do it, and was discharged.”

REMOVING A CASE. 

Judge Drummond decided the mo- 
tion to remand the case of Frank Kenting vs. 
The American Oleograph Company to the State 
Court. The bill was filed Oct. 21, 1880, in the 
Circuit Court, answer lied Nov. 16, and on the 
30th of March, 1881, the case was set down for 
hearing at the ensuing April term. May 16, be- 
fore the case was heard, it was removed to the 
r edoral Court. Some time subsequently obſeo- 
tion was made to the removal because the 
tranesript did not show any replication 
had ever been filed to the answer, so that the 
cause was at issue. A supplemental transcript 
was then obtained, showing mat the State Court 
on some evidence had enfered an order allowing 
a replication to be filed nunc pro tune as ot Nov. 
30, 1880, it appearing that the original replication 
had been lost or misiaid. Judge Drummond 
beid, oa the motion to remand, that—though the 
Federal Court had obtained jurisdiction—yet, if 
it were a fact that the replication had been flied 
and lost, the State Court had power, on inspec- 
tion of the question of removal, to allow 
the replication to be supplied by a sim- 
Har paper. That authority the court bad 
under statute of March 19, 1873, and prob- 
ably at’common law independently of the stat- 
ute. But the cause would have to be remanded 
because application for removal bad pot been 
made in apt time. The act of 1875 required 
that the tition for removal must be fled in 
the State Court before or at the time at which 
the case could be first beard, and before the 
trial. The case was at issue in November, aud 
the practice rule in chancery in the Circuit 
Court provided that when a chancery case was 
at issue it might be placed on a trial 
calendar on time ten 
days before was made 
up. The present case could then have been put 
on the trial calendar for either December, Jan- 
vary, February, or March. Yetit was not no- 
ticed for trial until the Aprii term. It was dif- 
ficult to see, under the circumstances, that the 
applicauon was made to the State court before 
it could have been tried. The case would have to 
be remanéed on the ground the application for 
removal was not made in apt time.

THE EYSTER CASE. 

Capt. Ben Eyster, who was convicted of killing 
Jobn Schumacher and sentenced to fourteen 
years in Joliet, will remain in jail pending the 
decision of the motion for a new trial. In dis- 
posing of the motion yesterday morning to ad- 
mit him to bail, Judge Tuley said: 

This application to admit to bail is based upon 
the ground that the verdict of gulity is not 
final; is not a conviction of a crime until the 
motion for new trial is disposed of; und this 
being so, that the defendant under the Constitu- 
tion of the State and the law has the right to be 
admitted to bail. 

Lbave examined various authorities on the 
subject, and find it is best discussed in Dyson’s 
case, 25th Mississippi, and in the 25th Minnesota. 
The doctrine is laid down in both cases that, at 
common law, courts of supreme jurisdiction 

the power to admit to bali alter the 
verdict of the jury and before final sentence, 
but that it was a power rarely exercised—that it 
is a useful and beneficent power, which the 
Court will exercise under special circumstances. 

In Dyson's case the Supreme Court of Missis- 
sippi hold: That the power of the court to ad- 
mit to bali after sentence or upon writ of error 
does not arise from any right to be admitted to 
bail conferred by the Constitution or the law of 
the State, but is governed by the rules and prac- 
tice of the common law; that it is not an abso- 
lute right of the prisoner, butis a conditional 
right subject to and regulated by the sound dis- 
cretion of the Judge to whom the application is 


made. 

It not being an absolute right of the prisoner, 
the only question is, are there any special cir- 
cumstances in the case calling for the exercise 
of this disereaon in favor of this motion?’ 

The appeal made by the counsel on account 
of the good character the prisoner bas borne 
and his standing in the community cannot be 
expected to influence the Court. All men should 
be equai before the law, and the criminal law 
must be applied to ali alike without regard to 
who the person is that stands charged with 
crime. The Isaacs and Aldrich and the Fried- 
berg cases were referred to as showing that the 
power bas been éxercised in this court; but in 

bose cases, after sentence, the Supreme Court, 
on writ of error, issued a supersedeas, which sus- 
nded the execution of the sentence; and to 
eep a defendant in jail while the sentence of 
the lower court is suspended would appear 
to be punishing him} before final conviction. 
I have no doubt but the power was properly ex- 
ercised in those cases. But I have found no 
case where, after verdict and before motion 
for a new trial could be heard, the defendant 
has been admitted to bail, where tne offense was 
a felony of this grave nature. Nor do I see 
anyte@ing in this case, any special circumstance 
which calls for the exercise of this power to ad- 
mit to bail, and I am unwilling to set such a 
precedent. 

The motion to admit to bail is overruled, but 
it is not to be taken as any indication as to what 
may be the action of the Court upon the mo- 
tion for a new trial.

A CONTRARY CONTRACTOR. 

A bill was filed yesterday in tne Circuit Court 
by Wilcox & Storck, contractors, against Fred 
Toms and Charies Magee, contractors, to pre- 
vent them from leavimg the State and to compel 
an accounting. They state that some time ago 
the contract for dredging at South Chicago was 
given to Toms & Magee, of Ontario, Canada, 
but they, finding they would pot oe able to com- 
plete it, assigned the contract to com- 
plainants on certain conditions. One 
of such stipulations was that Toms 
was to be retained as superintendent of the 
work, but not te draw any of the money due the 
firm on their regular estimates. Complainants 
now charge that not withstanding this agreement 
Toms has drawn divers sums, amounting to 
$2,000, which he has applied to his own use, and 
has refused to refund. They are afraid he will 
leave the State, leaving chem without any 
chance to get their money back, and therefore 
asked fora writ of ne exeat. Judge Sarnum 
ordered the writ to issue on complainants giv- 
ing a $7,009 bond.

A HAPPY LANDOWNER. 

Judge Williamson has been engaged for a day 
or two in hearing the suit of John Berg against 
the Chicago & Western Indiana Railroad Com- 
pany to recover $3,000 damages for injuries done 
his property. He owned a house and lot on Wul- 
lace street, near Fifty-cighth street. The rail- 
road company obtained leave to lay its tracks on 
the street in front of his place, ana he claims 
that the noise, smoke, cinders, and jar occasioued 
by the running uf the trains bave very greatly 
damaged his property. The neighborhood where 
Berg lives is very sparsely settied, and the testi- 
mony consisted very iargely of opinions of 
neighbors and others as to the amount of dam- 
age inflicted. The jury gave him a verdict for 
$1,400. Several other similar suits have been 
tried, ali resulting iu verdicts for the plaintiffs. 
The Supreme Court, however, has never us yet 
passed directly on the question, and the com- 
pany is making a hard fight to avoid liability.

BATTERY D. 


Preparing for the Grand Reseption. 

The new armory building of Battery D will be 
formally dedicated on the evening of Thursday, 
Jan. 12, 1882. This elegant armory, the finest of 
its kind in the West, adjoins the Exposition 
Building, and is rapidly approaching comple- 
tion. It occupies a space of 200 feet front on 
Michigun avenue by 125 in depth. 

The nucleus of this orgawization was formed 
at the time of the labor ridts in this city in July, 
1877, when upon the first symptom of an out- 
break a number of old veteran artillerymen 
promptly offered their services to the city, and 
manned the only two guns then at hand. One 
under command of Maj. Tobey was stationed on 
tne Halsted viaduct, and the other at Twelfth 
street bridge under command of Col. Boiton. 
After the trouble bad quieted down meetings 
were held in the Police Hewdquarters, and an ar- 
tillery company formed, with Maj. Tobey as 
Captain—oumbering among its members a large 
proportion of old artillerymen. They took 
charge of such material as was at hand at that 
time, and evrolied as an auxiliary to the police 
force of the city for actual service when re- 
quired. Later on the Citizens’ Association pro- 
cured four 12-pound guns, carriages, harness, 
etc., whioh were intrusted to the care of the 
battery. In 1879 the or- 
ganization was the State 
service. It has a membership that the 
city may well be proud of, and has lacked little 


thus far but a suitable armory building, baving 


been compelied to change quarters at frequent 
intervals, and at times camp out on the lake- 
front adjoining the Exposition Building. 

The present armory is being built by che vol- 
untary subscriptions of our citizens, and so far 
as they have been app have given cheer- 
fully and muniticently toward it; but as the ex- 
pense,is — great, and necessarily so for such 
a large building as is required for battery pur- 
poses, there stil remains quite an amount to be 
raised. It is earnéstly ho that when the 
Battery receive their friends at the opening in 
January it may be in a building fully paid for.

The following communication-was yesterday 
sent by Mayor Harrison to the Presidents of the
